Th e fire was discov ered in th e rear 
*»»f th e Mey ers bu ilding abou t fifteen 
minu tes before 3 o'clock th is morn­ 
ing. 
Gu y Long, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Labe Long was awakened by th e 
« crackling of th e flames, and Mrs. 
Long was th e first to see th e fire. 
Sh e gav e th e alarm and in a few' 
joinu tes th e wh ole 
town was 
ou t 
figh ting th e flames. 
Th ere was no 
ch ance of sav ing th e Mey ers bu ild­ 
ing and th e fire figh ters tu rned all of 
th eir attention to sav ing th e adjoin­ 
ing bu ildings. 
It was imp ossible to 
•u iv e th e oth er fou r bu ildings in th at 
lialf block, owing to th e small sp ace 
between th em. 


Th ey h ad th e h ardest kind of work 
sav ing th e J. M. Eaton store wh ich 
is across th e alley on th e north , and 
th e 
p ostoffice 
bu ilding 
wh ich is 
.across th e alley on th e west. 
Th e 
Jog h ou se, owned by Wm. Matth ews, 
4h e p ostmaster, and th e fact th at 
th ere was p ractically no wind, is all 
ih at sav ed th ese bu ildings. 
Th e log 
h ou se resisted th e 
inroads of th e 
flames and kep t th e h eat confined 
with in th e fire area. Th e fire figh ters 
p rop p ed th e wail of th e h ou se u p in 
•order to keep th e h eat from setting 
th e p ostoffice on fire. 
Th e barns 
were fired, bu t th e qu ick work of th e 
figh ters kep t th em from being seri­ 
ou sly damaged. 
Wet blankets and 
old carp ets were p laced on th e p ost- 
office roof to keep th e sp arks from 
« loing damage. 
Th e h ou ses across 
th e street from th e bu rning bu ildings 
were in danger two or th ree times 
wh en th e blaze was at its worst, and 
for a time 
it looked 
as th ou gh it 
wou ld be imp ossible to sav e th em. 
Th e intense h eat broke sev eral win- 
<Iowp anes in th ese h ou ses. 


Practically all of th e p eop le at 
Arlington 
are conv inced th at 
th e 
Mey ers 
bu ilding was set on fire. 
Wh en Mrs. Long saw th e flame, it 


awakened and saw th e p arties bu t 
were u nable to recognize th em. Th ey 
are conv inced th at th ese p eop le set 
fire to th e bu ilding. 
Th e Mey ers bu ilding is more th an 
fifty y ears old and in th e last few 
y ears fire h as been discov ered in it 
fou r different times. 
Th ree of th ese 
were of incendiary origin it is said. 
Last Su nday nigh t, Labe Long wh o 
liv es ju st back of th e bu ilding h eard 
wh at h e th ou gh t was someone walk­ 
ing on th e tin roof. 
At th e time h e 
th ou gh t noth ing of it bu t now h e 
th inks th at an effort was being made 
th en to destroy th e bu ilding. 
For sev eral month s th e only p ool 
in Arlington h as been in th e second 
story of th e bu ilding. Th ere h as been 
considerable objection to th is on th e 
p art of some of th e citizens, bu t 
th ere is little credence giv en to th e 
story th at th e bu ilding was fired on 
th is accou nt. 
A sh ort time after th e fire started 
th ere was an ex p losion wh ich jarred 
th e wh ole town. Many of th e figh ters 
were so badly frigh tened by th e ex ­ 
p losion th at th ey qu it work temp or­ 
arily . 
It was not for long h owev er 
becau se it was 
afterward 
learned 
th at a large tank of coal oil h ad 
cau sed th e ex p losion. 
Arlington p eop le wrere desp erate 
and fou gh t v aliantly from th e time 
th e first alarm was sou nded u ntil th e 
fire was u nder control 
abou t 
fiv e 
o'clock th is morning. 
Men, women, 
and ch ildren fonred 
bu cket 
bri­ 
gades tha t a cco mplished wonders. 
A garden h ose attach ed to th e town 
p u mp ^iv as u sed with some effect to 
keep th e fire from sp reading to th e 
bu ildings across th e street. 
Th ose 
wh o were not carry ing water were 
carry ing th e co ntents of th e bu nt­ 
ing bu ilding to safety . 
For a time it 
looked as if th e wh ole town wou ld go 
and th e p eop le th ou gh t of telep h on­ 
ing to th is city for h elp . 
Th is was 
giv en u p , h owev er, becau se it was 
th ou gh t th at by th e time an engine 
cou ld be gotten 
th ere th e 
flames 
wou ld be u nder control. 
Telep h one 
lines between h ere 
and

were tom down, and th e word did 
not reach th is city u ntil abou t eigh t

Upon Urgent Demands of Many Towns 


Through W hich Taft Special W as 


Scheduled to Pass W ithout Stopping, 


the Train W as Stopped, Resulting 


in a Derangement of the Schedule, 


W hich Made H is Meeting at Macon 


More Than an Hour Late. 


M&con, Mo., O c t 9.—Judge William 
H. Taft made throe spoechea in Kan­ 
sas and thirteen in Missouri Monday. 
Eight of the stops in the "Show-me 
state" were arranged upon urgent de­ 
mands from towns through which the 
special was to have passed without 
stopping. 
This resulted in delaying 
the Taft special more than an hour, 
and the b ig audience at this place had 
to wait until nearly 10 o’clock for the 
appearance of the candidate. 
W hile the nam e of Bryan was heard 
more than during any previous day of 
the trip, Mr. T aft’s reception has b een 
such as to cause him to express sur­ 
prise and gratification, not only as to 
the num b er of people he has b een ab le 
to address, b ut as to their cordial in­ 
dication of friendliness. 
Speaking of 
his reception at several of the stops, 
Mr. Taft said: 
“It is an augury that Missouri is go­ 
ing to ‘show’ someb ody at the next 
election that she does not Intend to 
rem ain a ‘mysterious stran ger/ b ut 
will b ecome a regular resident among 
Repub licans.1' 
Throughout the day Mr. Taft ham ­ 
mered away on the necessity for the 
voters of the country to understand 
that a Democratic tariff revision m eant 
a destruction of the m arket and prices 
of the product of the farm ; that Re­ 
pub lican revision m eant a continuation 
of present prices and prosperity. 
He 
told the Missourians ab out the Bryan 
proposition with respect to the trusts 
—that the Neb raskan would destroy 
them b y putting trust-made articles on 
the free list and b y m aking a law pro­ 
hib iting a trust from m anufacturing or 
controlling more than 50 per cent of 
any article. 
While such a law, Mr. 
T aft b elieved, would b e very difficult 
to enact, he predicted that its enforce­ 
m ent would b e most disastrous.

Elkhart, Ind., Oct. 6.—In an effort to 
catch up with the schedule, Jam es S. 
Sherm an’s special train that yesterday 
traversed the entire length of Indiana, 
made seventy-two miles an hour over 
a part of the route, one mile b eing reel­ 
ed off in 49 seconds. The pace was so 
fast that the engine was disab led and 
the train was again delayed until an­ 
other engine was secured. Nine towns 
were included in the day’s itinerary, 
starting with Evansville and ending 
a t Elkhart. 
Indianapolis, the home of 
the Democratic vice presidential can­ 
didate, John W. Kern, was paid a five- 
m inute visit. In a b rief talk, Mr. Sher­ 
man paid a trib ute to Mr. K ern’s per­ 
sonality and asked that his neighb ors 
convey an invitation to him to b e pres­ 
ent at the W hite House on March 4th 
to witness the inauguration of a Re­ 
pub lican vice president. 
This sally of 
Mr. Sherm an’s was greeted with much 
merriment. 
At 
Terre 
Haute, 
where 
railroad 
shops are located, the employes poured 
out to listen to a short talk on the 
tariff and its effects upon the work­ 
ingman. 
At Muncie 
the candidate 
made a two-hour stop and addressed 
two large meetings. 
Here a portion of 
the platform upon which he was speak­ 
ing gave way, b ut Mr. Sherm an mere­ 
ly paused to rem ark that Repub lican 
platforms might b e found faulty in 
Octob er, b ut they were usually ap­ 
proved b y all the people in Novemb er 
every four years. 
Other stops were made at W ab ash, 
Marion, North M anchester and Ander­ 
son, where through a m isunderstand­ 
ing of train orders the special passed 
the station and a large crowd followed 
it down the track, some of the more 
enthusiastic shouting “H urrah for Sun­ 
ny Jim. 
W e’il follow him all over In­ 
diana.’’ At Marion, where the national 
soldiers’ home is located, Mr. Sherman 
was greeted b y a large crowd. 
“Although I am in the state of Mr. 
Kern," said the candidate, "I still main­ 
tain that I am not in the enem y’s coun­ 
try. There is no such thing for me on 
American soil as an enem y’s country. 
I find no fault with individual Demo­ 
crats. 
It is their judgm ent along eco­ 
nomic and financial lines that is faulty 
and has always b een so."

INDIANA POLITICS 


H olland Ready to Face Any Situation 
in Venezuela. 
The Hague. Oct. 0.—Prem ier Ileems 
kerk, in a formal statem ent said that 
as yet no official reply has b °en re 
ceived from Baron Seckendorff, ttu 
German m inister at Caracas, who ha- 
charge of tb 
Dutch interests in tha* 
country, relative to the attitude oi 
President Castro, either toward receiv 
1ng the second Dutch note or to an 
swering it. 
“ Until the intentions of President 
Castro are known." said the premier 
“it will b e impossib le for our govern 
m ent to decide definitely upon the fu 
ture course of action. 
Holland i? 
ready to face any situation." 
The prem ier concluded 
b y saying 
that while diplomatically Holland ha* 
the support of all the powers, she is 
trusting especially to the sympathv 
of the United States.

He declared that he saw in recent 
utterances of Congressman Nicholas 
Longworth the plan of President Roos­ 
evelt to insure his return to the W hite 
House in 1916. 
He contrasted the 
course 
of

leaders, 
which he describ ed as merely an eva­ 
sion of the popular antipathy to a 
third term, with the declaration of Mr. 
Bryan that if elected he would not 
again b e a candidate, and b rought the 
audience to its feet with an eulogy of 
Bryan as a candidate whose nom ina­ 
tion was “demanded b y all patriotic 
Americans." 
Mr. Kern spoke in the large audi 
torium, which was crowded 
to its 
greatest capacity. 
The speaking was 
preceded b y a parade of carriages and 
horsemen through the streets, which 
Governor Glenn of North Carolina said 
was the greatest political dem onstra­ 
tion in this city since 1896. A striking 
feature was the presence of several 
hundred m ountaineers on farm mules, 
who had ridden miles from surround­ 
ing counties to attend.

The Indiscretio n o f Kern. 
Mr. Bryan’s running mate on the 
Democratic ticket, Mr. Kern, in the 
course of a speech in Baltimore Sept 
23 declared himself as follows: “Under 
our system of jurisprudence ev ery 
man is presumed innocent until his 
guilt is satisfactorily showm.” 
This is an amazing statement 
It , 
shows that Mr. Kern has either im- £ 
perfectly rehearsed the part assigned 
to him b y Mr. Bryan or has delib er­ 
ately changed his lines to suit his own 
fancy.

“trust magnates’’ hav e not b een slap- 
ped into prison. 
The fact that they 
hav e not b een indicted, tried, conv ict­ 
ed and sentenced in due form as pre­ 
scrib ed b y law is nothing to him. He 
is reaching out for a rev olutionized 
system, under which the president 
shall b e judge, jury and executioner, 
and he won’t b e happy until he gets it 
Mr. Bryan is an adv ocate of lynch 
law for interstate corporations, 
n e 
has conv icted them already and would 
sub ject them to summary execution if 
he could hav e his way. 
His policies 
would not only forfeit the property 
rights of shareholders in such corpora­ 
tions, b ut would enormously increase 
the cost of production and distrib u­ 
tion In many of our greatest indus­ 
tries. 
The highly organized methods 
which now prov ide unsurpassed facili­ 
ties for exchange b etween producer 
and consumer would b e seriously in­ 
jured if not actually destroyed b y the 
application of the Bryan policies. Who 
can doub t that the result would b e an 
increase in the cost of production, an 
Increase in the cost of transportation 
and hence an increase in the cost to 
the consumer of commodities so af­ 
fected? 
Mr. Kern’s talk ab out punishing cor­ 
porations only after due process of 
law is a grav e indiscretion. 
It Is a 
contradiction and almost a b etrayal of 
the 
whole Bryan programme. 
The 
Neb raska agitator has already entered 
a v erdict of guilty against the corpora­ 
tions and passed the death sentence 
upon them.
